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THE 1967 BUDGET 


Work on the 1967 Town Budget appearsto be much 
behind schedule - perhaps as much as in 1953 when 
a departing Town Manager presented the town witha 
‘Gloucesterized Budget’ 

There are several reasons for the delay, one of 
them being the late submission of the School Depart- 
ment budget, As things now stand, the Finance Com- 
mittee and the Board of Selectmen seem tobe only at 
the beginning, 

But it does appear that there will be a jump in 
taxes this year, Most of the factors involved are 
beyond the town’s control. 

There was, for instance, a serious drop in state 
funds during the past year, due to an overstatement 
on expected revenues from the Sales Tax. The figure 
given to the town, which it hadtouse, was an official 
one, Now,the town will have to make up the difference 

Then there are more school expenses, adding up 
to several hundred thousand dollars. Police and Fire 
Department expenses are up. as are the salaries of 
the town employees, The latter had asked for a 15% 
increase through their union, and were offered a 3% 
increase, They finally settled on 6%, 

It is still too early to predict the 1967 tax rate 
for several reasons, oné of them being that no one 
‘knows at the moment just how much the real estate 
in town has increased. It looks like $5,000,000, or 
a little more, 

If such is the case, a person might be able to 
shoot at a $36 and perhaps be not too far wrong,

Last week’s 
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Library Board Meeting 


Philip Buzzell, retired Town 
Counsel and member of the Board 
of Trustees of the Public Library 
told the other members, Tuesday 
night, that he felt that the St. Tho- 
mas Church land court proceed- 
ings should be settled within a 
month or two, Mr, Buzzell said 
that both the town and the Roman 
Catholic Archdiocese are ready, 
and that they are waiting for a final 
word from the representatives of 
Atty Tim Kane, the other claimant 
in the dispute. 

A common bound has been agreed 
upon between the Kane property and 
the old church property, which will 
give Mr. Kane a frontage of about 
120 feet, and the church afrontage 
of 179,44 feet on Middlesex Avenue, 

‘The difficulty that the archdio- 
cese had, Buzzell said, wasto show 
actual occupation of the land by 
adverse possession, between the 
driveway and the Kane house, He 
felt certain that the late James 
Kelley, who gave the land to the 
church, had given a deed as well, 
knowing of the careful work of the 
former Town Clerk and Selectman, 
but no deed could be found. 

A compromise plan is being 
drawn, and Buzzell expects that 
the required publication notice will 
occur within a month, 

Mr Buzzell spoke up again for 
the St. Thomas site for the pro- 
posed new library building, saying 
that he felt the site was the best 
one. His position, he sald, was 
never entirely based on the fact that 
there had been votes by the town 
for the site. 

Mrs Evelyn Norton, the only 
member of the Board of Trustees 
to have adegree in Library Science 
spoke up again for the Walker 
School site. 

The two new members of the 
Board of Trustees, Richard Barry 
and Carl Gubellini asked many 
questions about the possible use 
of the St. Thomas site for the 
Mbrary. 

Barry thought the St. Thomas 
site would ‘cater to the School 
Children’ and Mrs Norton said that 
the purpose of a public library is 
not just to cater to children, but 
to the entire town, 

She spoke briefly on the Amer- 
ican Library Association stand- 
ards. The library should be place 
where there would be the greatest 


number ofusers, near retail stores 
and banks, ‘Their standards point 
to that place (the Walker School) 
the Planning Board agrees’. 

‘There was alsoa long discussion 
about the architect to design the 
new building, with all members a- 
greeing informally that the archi~ 
tect should be experienced in li- 
brary construction, and Mr. Buz- 
zell pointing out that the choice 
of an architect ‘1s not ours’, 

Mrs Neilson spoke of libraries 
that had been disigned by profes- 
sional library architects and chair 
man Bachman again repeated his 
observation that he did not want 
Wilmington to be a ‘training school 
for library architects’. 

Mrs Norton pleaded to have a 
Library Consultant approve of the 
final plans, fn any event. 

In a discussion of funds for new 
plans Bachman said there was 
$8,230 left in the balance in the 
account, which money would have 
to be transferred by vote of the 
town, 

The board felt that about six 
thousand dollars should be spent 
for plans, and then there would be 
about $2000 for brochures, con- 
Sultants, etc, 

When Gubellini asked if there 
were any articles in the warrant 
for the annual Town Meeting lead- 
ing towards a new library, Mrs 
Norton told him that she hadtalked 
with the Town Counsel about three 
articles, but she did not know if 
they had been completed, 

The third proposed article was 
to purchase the St Thomas site for 
‘municipal purposes’, 

Mr Buzzell thought that the Per- 
manent Building Committee might 
be persuaded to use a professional 
library architect, and in reply to 
questions by Barry Mrs Neilson 
Said that the board should have a 
speaker from the State board to 
one of their meetings, to advise 
the local board, She was told to 
call the state office and see if she 
could make arrangements for such 
a visit, 

Speaking of the recruitment of 
a new librarian to replace Mrs, 
Chipman, who retired as of Dec. 
ist, Mrs Neilson was not able 
to report much progress, Bachman 
noted that the Aero-Space indus- 
tries are hiring professional li-

Firefighters Marshall, Smith 
and Burke appeared prepared to 
discuss the Collective Bargaining 
contract with the town, Chairman 
Bender pointed out that the Town 
Manager was the only one author- 
ized to do this, Burke took excep- 
tion, saying that he needed a let- 
ter showing the TMs authority.

Burke murmured something that 
sounded like: ‘Mr Henneberger 
couldn’t read that, I guess.’ 

There seemed to be only two ar- 
ticles of contention- tfiat they con- 
sult the Chief when making up a 
schedule, and this the board and 
Mr Melzar remained adamant on, 
= and that they have a 48 hour 
week instead of a 56 hour week. 

This latter point was agreed to, 
although Mr Black said he never 
would agree to a 40 hour week, as 
stated in the Town Meeting War- 
rant, The Fire Laddies assured 
the TM dn the Selectmen that if 
they were given a 48 hour week 
they would withdraw their article 
from the warrant. They left the 
meeting to return to the Town Hall 
‘Tuesday and work out the details 
with the TM, 

Bender announced that he had 
invited the Town Engineer, Arthur 
Harding, to be present to inform 
the Board about Street Betterments 
and gravel operations at the Bene- 
vento pit in No. Wilmington, 

Harding told the board that there 
was a map of the Benevento oper- 
ation, signed by Town Engineer 
George Maynard in 1957. It would 
appear, he said, that the pit was 
being operated outside the limits 
as disignated by that plan, but he 
really aidn’t know, as the topo- 
graphy had changed considerably, 
but from the physical features it 
appeared that they were, 

Niles wanted to know ifthe draw- 
ing had been included in the ori- 
ginal permit, and if so, could the 
operators be limited in that way. 
Mr Miceli agreed, and Melzar 
pointed out that this was anexpress 
condition of the contract or per- 
mit, that it be covered by the 
‘original paln’. Then, he said, we 
can show where they are exceeding, 
and to what extent, 

Mr Niles said, ‘That's it, tie it 
to the original plan, Melzar added 
that Town Counsel Altman felt that 
you should begin all over again - 
better off to grant a lcense with 
stipulation in the license, he felt. 
This was agreeable to the board, 
because of the legal entailments 
they might incur if they tried to 
stop the operation nwo, 

Harding wanted to straighten 
out the street betterments, because 
an intent to layout had to be issued 
by Feb. 6th. The constable will 
serve notice to the abuttors, and 
in order to do this the papers had 
to be signed right away. 
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He had scheduled a hearing for 
Feb 20th, with the Planning Board 
because ‘the layout had to be filed 
seven days before the Town Meet- 
ing, and further because the order 
of taking had to be before April 
$rd, 

There were seven streets in his 
Mst: Roberts Road, Moore Street, 
Wedgewood Avenue, which just had 
to be inspected and approved by 
the board, because they were sub- 
division streets up to specifica- 
tions, and Ferguson Road, and 
Martin Street ( formerly Silver 
Lake Street) should be construc- 
ted under the Betterment Act, on 
petition of abuttors. 

There should also be an altera- 
tion of Adams and Clark Streets 
to accomodate sidewalks, Adams 
Street was laid out in 1908 and al- 
tered in 1951, but the existing 
street did not agree with the lay- 
out. Clark Street was laid out in 
1854, and made a town way in 1894, 
The only portion costructed ac- 
cording to the layout was the part 
between Church St. andMiddlesex 
Ave. It was suggested that the 
street be made a forty foot street. 
Sidewalks had been recommended 
in 1965, but could not be installed 
until th street was widened or al- 
tered. 

Harding recommended that Fer- 
guson Road be approved because 
ten of the fourteen abutting owners 
had signed, and it was to-be forty 
feet in width, 
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On Martin street there were 
six abuttors. The street would be 
525 feet long, and then a dead end, 

He .recommended approval on 
Ferguson Road and defer decision 
on Martin Road, since there was a 
question of area for a turnaround, 

The board questioned Harding on 
his ability to get everything ac- 
complished in time. He said that 
everything would be ready by the 
end of the week, and the notice 
posted in time for the publichear- 
ing. He also added that it would 
cost the town approximately $1000, 
There would have to be a drainage 
study. 

Miceli said that some developer 
was knocking down trees onto Wil-~ 
minton property, from Tewksbury 
near Royal Street, Black saidthat 
it appeared as though someone was 
pushing through a ‘paer’ street off 
Lowell Street, 

An invitation was received from 
Senator Ronald MacKenzie, to an

The 
ships were to be stationed at three 
points around the world, distant 
from land, where no other way of 
establishing observation stations, 

AS one of those ships the Van- 
guard was scheduled to sail from 
Port Canaveral Florida, a week 
ago, and to be off Easter Island 
when Grissom, Young and Chaffee 
made their scheduled test flight 
of two weeks duration,
